‘‘We want no ‘Jim Crow’ churches 
In the North,” said Rev. Dr. D. S. Lit­ 
ten. 
“What we do want is the church 
of Jesus Christ. 
The white and black 
attend our public schools together, 
then why should they not attend God’s 
house together?” 
This remark was called out by a 
resolution providing that colored mem­ 
bers 
of 
the 
United 
Presbyterian 
church in the North shall be placed 
under the care of the presbyteries in 
which 
they 
reside 
and 
that 
their 
churches be taken over by the board 
of home missions, the same as de­ 
pendent white congregations. 
Dr. Carson, the moderator, explained 
that the intent of the resolution was 
to shepherd the colored churches of 
the North as churches rather than as 
individual members. 
Dr. Carson said 
he understood the colored people of 
the North prefer this plan. 
The reso­ 
lution was adopted. 
Announcement was made that funds 
should be secured to meet the condi­ 
tions under which Andrew Carnegie 
will provide a $10,000 library for the 
college at Knoxville, Tenn., and that 
the library is assured.

There have been established 
in various states between thirty and 
forty agricultural high schools articu­ 
lating w ith the 
rural 
schools below 
and 
with 
the 
agricultural 
colleges 
above. 
As these schools return most 
of their 
graduates to 
country life 
they are properly 
said to 
articulate 
with the farm also. 
This hill would 
cause the states to establish 200 or 
300 m ore of 
these 
agricultural high 
schools, one for each ten agricultural 
counties. 
Numerous cities have estab­ 
lished m echanic arts high schools, and 
others have introduced m echanic arts 
and hom e economics as elective stud­ 
ies 
into 
their general 
high 
school 
courses.

action wjo under consideration, Dr. 
W. ft. Cannon, chairman of the sec-

In Oregon candidates 
for the legislature align themselves 
either In the 'Statement No. 1" col­ 
umn or in the "Anti-Statement No. 1" 
column.
